DUNLAP  HIGH  SCHOOL 


In  the  year  1929,  Dunlap  High  School  was  built  at  Hema¬ 
tite,  Virginia.  The  land  for  this  building  was  bought  from  Mr. 
Hahn.  Since  that  date  many  additions  have  been  added,  Includ¬ 
ing  a  shop,  a  cafeteria,  and  a  few  additional  class  rooms. 

The  first  graduating  class  was  In  1930  consisting  of  seven 
members.  Since  then  2l4  have  graduated  from  this  school;  144 
girls  and  70  boys.  The  enrollment  this  year,  1948-49  Is  381 
which  marks  a  considerable  Increase  since  1930.  The  school  Is 
still  growing  and  has  a  bright  future  for  those  eager  students 
who  are  willing  to  work  and  accept  It.  Dunlap  will  definitely 
find  a  place  In  the  history  of  tomorrow. 
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The  purpose  of  education  Is  to  help  Individuals 
make  useful  changes  in  themselves.  When  you  started 
in  grade  school,  you  had  the  intelligence  to  learn 
to  read  and  write,  but  you  had  to  develop  that  ability. 
High  School  should  help  you  make  further  worthwhile 
changes  in  yourself.  By  the  end  of  your  four  years 
you  should  show  as  much  Improvement  in  your  person¬ 
ality  and  abilities  as  is  possible  in  that  period  of 
time.
